TO STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Gift Two Years Ago of Collection in Jefferson 
Memorial Is Disclosed—Provision 
for Permanent Display.

LIMA, Peru, May 15.—Antonio 
Miro Quesada, Peruvian press and 
political leader, and his wife, the 
former Maria Laos, were shot to 
death here today. 

A young political fanatic shot the 
couple as they walked toward the 
Club Nacional] for luncheon. 

The assassin attempted suicide 
when he was arrested. 

Police said the assailant was Car- 
los Stiers, 19 years old. He shot 
Miro Quesada twice in the back. 
Senora Miro Quesada tried vainly 
to protect her husband with her 
body and two shots struck her. 

Career in Politics. 

Although most of his life was 
spent in journalism as chief editor 
and president of the board of direc- 
tors of E] Comercio, oldest Peru- 
vian newspaper, Miro Quesada won 
fame both in the field of politics 
and of diplomacy. 

Before he was 30 years old he 
was elected to the Chamber of Dep- 
uties from his native state of Callao, 
where he was born in 1875, and 
shortly afterward was made presi- 
dent of the chamber. 

He was also elected to the For- 
eign Affairs Committee of the Con- 
gress, representing Peru at the Rio 
de Janeiro Pan-American confer- 
ence in 1906.

Miro Quesada returned to Peru 
in 1925 to become again director 
of El Comercio’s editorial policies. 
He did not participate actively in 
politics thereafter, although he was 
instrumental in the election to the 
presidency of the late Gen. Luis M. 
Sanches Cerro, who headed the rev- 
olution that ended Leguia’s ll-year 
reign. 

Soon after Sanchez Cerro was as- 
sassinated in 1933 the new Presi- 
dent, Gen. Oscar Benavides, ap- 
pointed Miro Quesada Peruvian 
Minister to Belgium. He represent- 
ed his country as Ambassador ex- 
traordinary at the funeral of King 
Albert. 

He married Senorita Maria Laos, 
of an old Lima family. Seven sons 
and three daughters survive 
couple.

Company officials said 
the fire probably was caused by a 
faulty insulator. 

Mayors of 15 towns at a con- 
ference in Belleville yesterday ap- 
pointed a committee of seven to 
meet with Gov. Horner at Spring- 
field today. The Mayors will ask 
Gov. Horner to arrange an im- 
mediate conference between fully 
authorized representatives of the 
utility company and the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. 

6000 Workers Idle. 

Centralia is without both light 
and gas service and 2000 workers 
are idle from industrial shutdowns. 
About 4000 other workers already 
have been thrown out of work in 
other communities as a result of 
plants closing. 

The communities affected besides 
Centralia by the burning of the 
pole were: Richview, Irvington, 
Womac, Sandoval, Odin, Centra] 
City, Shattuc, Ferren, Huey, Ho/f- 
man, Beckemeyer, Bartelso, Ger- 
mantown, Albers, Ariston, Trenton, 
New Baden, New Memphis, Sum- 
merfield, Lebanon, Scott  Fieid, 
Shiloh and O'Fallon. 

Because the Centralia Hospital 
was affected by the break, striking 
linemen early today installed an 
emergency line to the institution 
and at the same time to the busi- 
ness. district. Centralia’s power 
failure came after six weeks with- 
out gas service. The Illinois Cen- 
tral shops at Centralia have a sep- 
arate power plant and were not 
affected. 


Non-Union Men Removed. 

Plans for early restoration of gas 
service at Centralia were abandoned 
yesterday when utility officials re- 
moved all non-union workers from 
the gas plant at request of city of- 
ficials to avoid possible clashes 
with striking employes.

Taders Window Shattered

An explosion, apparently of es- 
caping gas, shattered the plate 
glass front window of the Pine Inn 
Tavern at 114 North Ninth street 
shortly after 10 a. m. today, and 
showered the sidewalk and street 
with broken liquor bottles from the 
window display. 

An official of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter that investigation showed 
the gas petcock in the tavern had 
been turned on, although there was 
no meter in the place. 

He said that workmen of Louis 
J. Cuneo, installation contractor 
for the gas company, had informed 
Joseph Cusumano, the tavern pro- 
prietor, last Monday, that no meter 
would be installed, or other service 
given, until gas appliances in the 
tavern had been repaired. A Negro 
said to have been. employed by the 
owner of the building called at the 
tavern today to work on the ap- 
pliances and the _ explosion fol- 
lowed. 

Anthony Piro, bartender, told the 
police that the Negro fled, appar- 
ently panic-stricken, after the ex- 
plosion occurred. The police were 
seeking him for further details of 
the manner in which the explosion 
occurred, The only other persons 
and the bartender, were a Negro 
porter and a woman customer, who 
also fled. 

Piro said that neither appeared 
'to have been injured, and he him- 
self was unhurt. Two passersby 
were cut by flying glass, but de- 
clined medical attention and left 
without giving their names to the 
police.

Federal Grand Jury at 
Philadelphia Reports Men 
Had to ‘Kick Back’ Part 
of Pay to Contractors in 


Order to Keep Jobs. 


SIX MONTHS SPENT 
IN INVESTIGATION 


Judge Praises Jurors, Tell- 
ing Them Their Inquiry 
Will Do Much to Assure 
That New Funds Will Be 


Properly Used. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.— 
Twelve builders, contractors and 
supervisory employes were indicted 
yesterday for alleged “kickback” 
practices in paying workers on pub- 
lic works administration projects. 

After a six-month investigation, 
a Federal grand jury turned in the 
indictments late yesterday with ac- 
cusations of “inhuman exploitation 
of labor.” 

Praising the jurors, United States 
District Judge George A. Welsh 


told them they had rendered “as 
great a public service as any grand 
jury in the history of the United 
States.” 

“While your members of the jury 
have been in session,” Judge Welsh 
said, ‘‘$4,000,000,000 has been appro- 
priated to the President to spend 
as he sees fit for the recovery of 
our community. Your investigation 
will go a long way toward assuring 
that the money is spent properly.” 

The grand jury reported that in 
many cases workers on the high 
speed line extension over the Dela- 
ware River bridge and the new 
naval hospital in Philadelphia had 
to return part of their pay to con- 
tractors to keep their jobs, while 
other skilled workers were paid in 
lower classifications. 

Six in One Company. 

Of the indicted, six are cuonnect- 
ed with Builders, Inc., which built 
the extension for the high-speed 
line over the Delaware River bridge 
between Camden and Philadelphia. 
These six are Mandes Golder, presi- 
dent; Samuel Golder, Vice-presi- 
dent; James C. Golder, secretary, 
and three employed in~supervisory 
capacities, Jerry J, Goldman, Jo 
seph V. Collins and Carl Pearson. 

Others are Frederick Massiah, 
subconstractor for the cement work 
at Fort Mifflin, Philadelphia; John 
F. McCarthy, electrical subcontract- 
or on the new naval hospital here; 
Albert G. C. Chaney and John R. 
Wenrich, his superintendent, and 
foreman; Daniel J. Keating, plumb- 
ing and heating contractor at the 
Naval Hospital, and Leroy A. Hil- 
sey, his superintendent. 

The report, drawn after a six 
months’ investigation ordered by 
Judge Welsh, denounced the men 
in scathing language and sharply 
criticised PWA supervisors and in- 
spectors for laxity. 

Two Methods Described. 

The indictments were founded on 
the testimony of many mechanics 
and laborers who told the jury they 
were chiseled out of a considerable 
part of their wages by one of two 
“kickback” rackets, and they had 
to “take it and like it” or lose their 
jobs. 

One was the “direct kickback” 
method whereby workers were 
forced to return part of their pay 
in cash. The other was the “subtle 
kickback” or classification of 
skilled mechanics in lower grades 
while they were made to perform 
“top class” work. 

The jury said it was evident that 
at the bottom of the irregular prac 
tices was the fact that the con- 
tractors had bid too low on the 
projects. 

The indictments are based on al- 
leged violations of the Federal ant)i- 
kickback law of June 13, 1934. If 
convicted the men could be fined 
from $5000 to $10,000 and = im- 
prisoned from two to five years,

The city’s $29,332,027 budget bill 
for the fiscal year which began 
last April was passed unanimously 
today by the Board of: Aldermen. 
Containing an emergency clause, it 
will become effective when signed 
by Mayor Dickmann. 

The bill was amended by agree- 
ment between the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment and the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen so that a $154,- 
000 appropriation for reorganization 
of the street department was elimi- 
nated from the street department 
fund. 

Of this amount, $87,000 was 
added to the Park Department 
fund, so that 131 laborers, laid off 
recently for lac. of funds, could 
be re-employed. Officials have esti- 
mated that the cost of putting these 
men hack to work would be be- 
tween $120,000 and $140,000 a year, 
but no supplementary appropria- 
tion will be made for the Park De- 
partment and it will have to oper- 
ate with the smaller sum. 

A total of $40,000 was added to 
the appropriation for the Board of 
Children’s Guardians. Board of- 
ficials have stated that 405 of the 
1673 children under board care 
would have to be dropped unless 
an increase of $67,300 were granted. 

The remaining $27,000 lopped off 
the street department fund was 
left out of the budget entirely, so 
that the bill, as finally passed, ap- 
propriates $27,000 less than the 
original bill for $29,359,650. 

Passage of the budget bill marked 
the end of a two-week wrangle be- 
tween the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and the Mayor.

HAUPTMANNS ARE ACCUSED 
OF 5 INCOME TAX FRAUDS 


Government Makes Charges in An- 
ewer to Pair’s Appeal for 
Check of Assessment. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Income 
tax frauds were charged today to 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann and his 
wife, Anna, in the Government’s 
answer to the appeal of the man 
convicted of killing the Lindbergh 
baby, for a re-determination of tax 
assessments for 1932 and 1933. Five 
instances in which the pair were 
held to have defrauded the Gov- 
ernment were cited in the answer, 
filed by Treasury experts with the 
Board of Tax Appeals. 

The reply hinted at Hauptmann’s 
connection with part of the Lind- 
bergh ransom money found in his 
possession by referring to a $16,200 
portion of their income as having 
been “derived from sources yet un- 
identified.” 

The Government has assessed in- 
come tax claims, penalties and in- 
terest totalling $9768 for the two 
years against the Hauptmanns. 
They appealed, contending the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau erroneously 
credited to Hauptmann funds re- 
ceived through operation of a joint 
brokerage account and the joint op- 
eration of a fur business with Isi- 
dor Fisch. Hauptmann has held 
that he received the Lindbergh ran- 
som from Fisch, who later died in 
Germany.

Frost Dies; 


_ Famous Blind Astronomer 


Pioneer in Study of Astro-| 
physics, Discoverer of 
Asteroid, and for 27 
Years Head of Yerkes 


Observatory. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 15.—Dr. Edwin 
Brant Frost, who reached his 
greatest eminence as an astrono- 
mer after he had lost his eyesight, 
died yesterday at Billing’s Memori- 
al Hospital, where he underwent an 
operation May 12 for the removal 
of gall stones. 

His wife, who assisted him in his 
scientific work after he became 
blind 15 years ago, and other mem- 
bers of his family were with him 
when the end came. He was 68 
years old. The immediate cause of 
death was peritonitis. 

He was director emeritus of 
Yerkes’ Observatory, operated by 
the University of Chicago, at Wil- 
liams Bay, Wis., having retired as 
active head July 1, 1932, after hold- 
ing the post 27 years. 

Funeral services will be held in 
the University of Chicago chapel 
tomorrow, with Dean Charles W. 
Gilkey and Edgar J. Goodspeed, 
chairman of the Department of 
New Testament and Early Chris- 
tian Literature, in charge. 


Pioneer in Study of Astrophysics, 
Discoverer of Asteroid. 

As a teacher, astronomer and 
mathematician, Dr. Frest followed 
the study of astrophysics from the 
beginning of his work at Yerkes, 
aiding in the development of new 
prisms for use on the 40-inch tele- 
scope. His first notable contribu- 
tion to science -was the publication 
in 1903 of “The Determination of 
the Speed in the Line of Sights 
of Twenty Stars of the Orion Type.” 

Primarily Dr. Frost was a teach- 
er more than a discoverer. Most 
of his career was devoted to lec- 
turing, helping student astronomers, 
and to writing and editing. 

Thousands of star-gazers, profes- 
sional and amateur, visited the Wis- 
consin observatory to listen to Dr. 
Frost’s discussions of astronomy 
and to hear him expound a philoso- 
phy gleaned from nearly half a cen- 


tury of studying the stars.

Because of his leadership in astro- 
physics, he was called to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago as professor of 
that science in 1898, after serving 
as professor and observatory direc- 
tor at Dartmouth for 10 years. 


He was born July 14, 1866, at 
Brattleboro, Vt., the son of Carlton 
P. Frost, a Dartmouth professor, 
and Eliza duBois Frost. In Novem- 
ber, 1896, he married Mary E. 
Hazard of Boston, a Wellesley 
graduate. They had two sons, Fred- 
erick Hazard, of Westbrook, Me., 
and Benjamin duBois, and _ one 
daughter, Katharine Brant Frost.

BANKER SAYS BUTLER 
CHASED FIMWITH KNIFE 


Ex-Employer Reads of Suit, 
Comes to Court, Tells of

NEW YORK, May 15.—A Park 
avenue banker, who said he was 
chased around his own dining room 
table by his butler armed with a 
carving knife 12 years ago, settled 
the old score today when he became 
a volunteer witness in his former 
employe’s lawsuit alleging slander 
against his reputation.

But the plane was maneuvered to 
a safer altitude and nursed back 
to the mainland with its crippled 
power plants. A large crowd, anxi- 
ous for the safety of the airmen, 
was at the airport to cheer. 


Kingsford-Smith’s exploits in the 
air have included flights over the 
Atlantic and the Pacific oceans and 
several aerial excursions from Au- 
Sstralia to London and return. 

In the Southern Cross he made 
the first flight from San Francisco 
to Sydney in 1928. He later flew 
to England in the same plane, and 
in 1930 brought it safely across the 
Atlantic to New York. Last fall 
he back-tracked his Pacific route 
in a flight from Sydney to Oak- 
land, Cal., via Suva and Honolulu.

Dixon's other bout here was 
with Abe Attell, then just coming 
up.

Attell, 
like Yanger, defeated “Chocolate” 
on points, in 15 rounds, here. 

These two fights represented 
about the finest display of skill- 
ful boxing this city had ever 
seen. The efforts of both boys 
were well received. There was no 
hint of hostility. in the greeting 
the crowd, when the modest 
“Chocolate” had his opponents in 
trouble 

Nor is there much reason to 
believe mixed bouts today will 
cause trouble, although Tex Rick- 
ard ‘always fought shy of title 
bouts of this character.

Stand with me at the top of the 
vast ballroom, at the beginning of 
this never-to-be-forgotten evening.

Standing with me are the hand- 
some Marquis of Carisbrooke and 
his lovely Marchioness. The Mar- 
quis tells me that he has been com- 
manded by Their Majesties to take 
me into supper. 

Perhaps I had better explain that 
the King and Queen “command” 
your escort days before the ball to 
take you into supper and this has 
to be carefully thought out “because 
of court etiquette and rules of pre- 
cedence. 

U. S. Ambassador Present. 

As we stand together—the three 
of us—-Lady Carisbrooke confides 
in me that she has been allotted the 
American Ambassador, Robert W.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The 
Senate turned today to the measure 
for the settlement of labor disputes, 
sponsored by “Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York. For the first 
time since the session opened, Sen- 
ate Democrats seemed to be re- 
sponding measurably to party dis- 
cipline. 

The Wagner bill, outcome of ex- 
perience and study of the National 
Labor Board and the present Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board under 
NRA, is regarded by labor as per- 
haps the most significant measure 
ever offered by a responsible legis- 
lator for the protection of labor. 
It has the vigorous support of la- 
bor organizations, and is opposed 
with equal vigor by organizations 
of employers. 

Before Wagner went into a 
lengthy exposition of his bill, Sen- 
ator J. Hamilton Lewis (Dem.), 
Illinois, heatedly’ denounced what 
he said was organized propaganda 
against the measure, and told the 
Senate his office had been deluged 
with telegrams demanding that he 
vote against it, one of them being 
from the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The telegrams curiously 
alike in language charged that the 
Government was about to be 
“turned over to organized labor.” 

“Who inspired this respectable 
body to send a message so filled 
with absurdities and slander?” he 
asked. “Why, someone who knew 
he was lying. The President would 
do well to apply to them the epithet 
which he applied yesterday to the 
traducers of the agricultural pro- 
gram, for that is what they are-— 
deliberate liars.” 

Wagner launched the fight for 
his measure with a speech of un- 
usual belligerency. He criticised 
“unfair labor practices” on the part 
of some employers, and alluded 
caustically to decisions of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court which, he 
declared, had frustrated laws de- 
signed by Congress to protect the 
rights of labor.

Alignment on the Eccles Bill 
HE decisive debate on the Eccles bank- of the American Bankers’ Association. It 


T ins bill is now beginning, and it may he 
useful to fix in our minds the several 
points of view which will be represented. 

The controversial section of the bill is 
known as Title"II. This proposes to cen- 
tralize in the Federal Reserve Board at 
Washington the control of. the supply of 
money. By money the authors of the bil! 
mean cash currency which people. carry 
about in their pockets, plus checking ac- 
counts or demand deposits. 

These demand deposits are much the most 
important part of the supply of money. In 
1929, for example, the country was using 
about four billion dollars of cash currency 
and a little less than 23 billions of deposit 
money. By 1933, it. was using five billions 
of cash but only 15 billions of deposit money. 
This deposit money is, therefore, not only 
the major part of the supply of money, but 
it is the part which has varied the most in 
quantity. 

The Eccles bill seeks to control the quan- 
tity of deposit money by controlling the re- 
serves that banks have against deposits. 
The theory is that if banks have just the 
legal amount of reserves, they cannot in- 
crease deposits by making new loans; if they 
have more than the legal reserve, they can 
increase the loans which form deposits; if 
their reserves are reduced, they must reduce 
their loans and thus decrease the supply of 
deposit money. So, by managing the re- 
serves of the banks, the creation of deposits 
(which are the bulk of the money of the 
country), can be, if not perfectly controlled, 
at least greatly influenced. 

The method of managing the reserves is 
through. three technical operations known 
as the open market policy, the discount rate 
and the reserve requirement. The Eccles 
bill centralizes in the Federal Reserve Board 
these three instruments for controlling the 
reserves of the banks. 


There. are a Number of opinions being 
voiced about the bill which, in the interest 
of a clear debate, it ‘is necessary to distin- 
guish. 

There are, first of all, the fundamentalists 
of the pre-war Federal Reserve System, who 
do not believe that the volume of money 
can or ought to be deliberately controlled. 
Apparently their chief spokesman is Sena- 
tor Carter Glass. They think that the sup- 
ply of money should contract or expand 
automatically in accordancé with the needs 
of industry and the imports and exports of 
gold. They are opposed not only to the 
whole philosophy of the Eccles bill, but to 
the whole philosophy of the Reserve system 
in the post-war era. @ 

Those who ‘hold this view are in a very 
small. minority. Thus, for example, 
Hoover, Mr. Mills, Mr, Mellon, Mr. Meyer; 
Gov. Harrison of the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank could not, unless they repudi- . 
ate their whole practice, take the funda- 
mentalist view that it is not necessary or 
possible or desirable to control the supply 
of money. They may object to the Eccles 
bill because it centralizes the control too 
much, or because it centralizes it in the 
wrong hands, but to the basic principle of 
control they cannot, and I suppose do not, 
object. 

The position of those who accept the prin- 
ciple of control but think that the Eccles 
bill puts control too near to the politicians

8. Should these instruments be placed in 
the hands of a central board acting for the 
whole country or should they be decentral- 
ized among the 12 Reserve banks acting for 
their respective regions? 

4. If the control should be centralized, 
shall the board be directly responsive to 
Congress, or to the President, or to the Re- 
serve banks, or shall it be a Government 
agency which, like the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, is independent of Congress, of 
the President and of private bankers? 

The real issue in the Eccles bill is in the 
question of who shall exercise control. For 
the preponderant informed opinion of bank- 
ers and economists is that control must be 
exercised by someone—that automatic money 
does not and cannot exist under modern 
conditions. 

The unorthodox critics of the bill, who, it 
should be noted, are more numerous in 
Congress than the orthodox critics, are fight- 
ing on two lines, oe 

The most radical would like to substitute 
for Government cont of the supply of 
money Government ownership of the whole 
Reserve system and its management by a 
representative body which would be frank- 
ly political. 

The less radical but more influential group 
would like to have Congress state in the 
law that the powers of the Eccles bill must 
be used to increase the supply of money 
until the general price level is somewhere 
around that of 1926, and that thereafter the 
board must deflate or inflate to maintain 
that price level. |

Dr. Arthur M. Alden Tells 
Medical Society of Tests 
‘at Washington U. 


A comparatively new electrical 
treatment of the nasal mucous 
membranes for relief of hay fever 
and asthma was described last 
night at a meeting of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, 3839 Lindell boule- 


vard, by Dr. Arthur M. Alden, As- 
sociate professor of clinical cto-lar- 
yngology at Washington University. 

Study of the treatment by the 
university's department of oto- 
laryngology over a period of 20 
months, he said, has demonstrated 
that it is -a valuable addition to 
accepted methods of allergic ther- 
apy. Clinical observations, he add- 
ed, have shown no evidence of per- 
manent damage to nasal tissues 
as a result of the treatment. 

How It Is Done. 

The treatment, as described %y 
Dr. Allen, consists of ionization of 
the membranes by means of an 
electric current passed through the 
patient's body after a solution, 
which conducts electricity, is 
placed in the patient's nose. In 
many cases, he said, the resuit 
was complete 
the patient to hay fever pollen. 

A study of 416 uncomplicated hay 
fever cases, he said, showed com- 
plete relief from symptoms in 64 
per cent with total failures 
than & per cent. In certain types 
of the disease, complete relief was 
as high as 70 per cent with 


With reference to asthma, ne 
went on, the percentage of relief 
obtained was somewhat smaller 
and the failures larger. He said 
the difference possibly was due to 
the fact that many cases of asthma 
were not of allergic origin. 

Dr. Allen said.that, although the 
treatment had originated 
seven years ago in Vienna, Austria 
spread to England, and then 
reached this country, the study 
made here was the first attempt to 
place it on a truly scientific basis.

President Asks for Duplicate of 
Alaskan Bond Issue Measure. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today asked Con- 
gress to duplicate a bill passed by 
Congress authorizing a bond issue 
for Ketchikan, Alaska, because the 
original measure has been lost in 
the Interior Department.

‘ Cleanliness. 


There are a number of complete 
diets which will arrest tooth decay, 
some high and some low in fat, and 


others high and low in sugar. Ar-| 


rested tooth decay has been ob- 
served with such regularity when 
the diet has been well controlled, 
that some physicians are confident 
that healthy teeth can be produced 
in all instances by dietary means 
alone. Most of us, and certainly 
most dentists, however, are unwill- 
ing to say that cleanliness is not al- 
so necessary. The'tooth brush and 
tooth paste and the tooth brush drill 
are still part of the health: pro- 
gram 

While various people have empha- 


sized one or the other element in. 


the diet as affecting tooth health 
and decay, the consensus is that 
there is no single food deficiency re- 


sponsible for tooth decay, and the | 


individual nutritional factor should 
not receive undue emphasis. In 
other words, a general, well-bal- 
anced diet will make healthy teeth.

Vitamin D milk is certainly one 
of the substances which is.regpon- 
sible for the prevention of tooth de- 
cay. There are many forms of Vit- 
amin D milk on the market, nearly 
any one of them as good as the oth- 
er so long as they are approved 
by the Certified Milk Producers As- 
sociation of America. The so-called 


irradiated Vitamin D milk has not | 


been found, according to a well- 
known pediatrician of my acquaint- 
ance, to be any better than the oth- 


er certified Vitamin D milks.

tional standpoint, is the blood. . Ex- 


periments have been done to show

that animals living solely on a milk 


diet develop nutritional . anemia, 
which can be cured with a combina- 
tion of copper and iron. These find- 
ings seemed, at first, to be merely 
of experimental interest,-and chil-| 
dren’s specialists, in generaludid not | 
feel that they saw very much of this | 
nutritional ™ anemia, but careful | 
check-ups of large children's clinics | 
have shown that in large number | 
of cases the blood is deficient. and 
this deficiency is rectified hv the 
use of copper and iron salts.

Many New ldeas Found in Fabrics for Summer C

f N the first warm day you put 
(CP yeirentt into a cool summery 

frock for comfort, but have you 
thought of doing the same thing for 
your furniture? Slip covers consti- 
tute 
and they not only make the room 
more liveable during the heat but 
go a long way toward preserving 
the winter upholstery. And there is 
big news about slip covers this sea- 


son. No longer need they be the 
baggy, ungainly looking.sights they 
were in past seasons. In fact with 
all the new devices, they fit as 
snugly as the proverbial paper on 
the wall and with all the new fab- 
rics, designs and color combina- 
tions, to say’ nothing of the new 


attractive and charming as_ the 
regular upholstery which they are 
designed to protect. 

A process which was invented to 
prevent men’s shirts from shrink- 
ing, is now being applied to all the 
cotton and linen fabrics which are 
used for slip cover materials, 80 
‘that they may be made to fit per- 
fectly without any allowance, for 
shrinkage. In addition, zipper 
fasteners are being used instead of 
snaps or buttons so that there are 
‘no bulges or gaps to show how the 
'cover has been put on, With all 
| these improvements the modern slip 
‘cover should have the same smooth 
fit as regular upholstery. 

And now for the wealth of new 
‘and attractive materials which are 
available this season. Of course 
there are always the good old stana- 
bys such as linen and chintz which,
